The United 
States is particularly adapted to the 
industry, and tbe demand for table 
and toilet ware is increasing every 
day.

them a lead wbicli can never be ovti- 
come. They now have the experi- 
ence and ability, and are making ware 
that will hold its own witb any

A pottery such as it is proposed to 


locate in Coshocton is a tine industry. 
It would produce table and toilet 
ware, white and decorated, but like 
the majority of factories the principal 
part of the prod uct would be decor- 
ated. 
Skilled workmen would be em- 


ployed throughout the entire year ex* 
eept for two weeks following the 
Fourth of July and the same length of 
time at Christmas. There was a time 
when 50 employes were counted to a 
klln,but the introduction of improved 
machinery has reduced the.number 
until the general estimate gives 225 
persons for a five kiln plant. 
Of 


these some are necessarily women, 
bat the wages paid them is high and 
the work cannot be m mastered in a 
montb. The Brotherhood of Opera- 
tive Potters has a limit for appren- 
tices, and this is closely followed. All 
work,except what is down by oddmen 
is by.the piece, thus allowing the op- 
eratives to make in the aggregate 
handsome wages. The payroll 'of a 
five kiln plant amounts to about fio,- 
000., „ , 


Strikes do not often occur. 
In 20 


years there have been but two serious 
differences between manufacturing 
and operating potters. These were 
so expensive that the policy of the 
Brotherhood and the bosses has been 
toward the 'settlement of all differen- 
ces by a permanent board of arbitra- 
tion. New shapes and decorations 
sometimes cause dissension, and some 
department of a pottery may strike, 
but the matter is usually settled in a 
day or two to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. 


Tcere is no danger of a pottery 


trust. Several attempts have been 
made, and each has met with failure. 
Bospasos. a New York corporation 
lawyer of note, attempted it two years 
ago and failed. So complete was his 
failure that no one has seriously tried 
it since. Pottery companies are op- 
posed to a trust and are content to do 
business under a selling price agree- 
ment that has been in existence for a 
number of years. In this direction a 
pottery for Coshocton is certainly a 
safe investment. 


All clay used in. the manufacture 


of white ware is shipped to East Liv- 
erpool and other pottery centers, and 
there is no reason why a pottery in- 
Cosbocton would 
not succeed 
as 


well is at any other point. ^A. num- 
ber have been built in the last few 
years far away from the centers of the 
trade, and all are meeting with suc- 
cess. The plants at Salem and Sebring, 
CK. and Cannonsburg, Pa., arenotable 
e.vamp'es. . 


The intelligence and education of 


tbe American potter is beyond ques- 
tion. The high character of his labor 
and the fact that he has for years 
been brought in close touch with ; an 
ad vancement that is phenomenal has 
taken him to the top of the ladder. 
He works hard but i& well paid. He 
is thrifty and usually owns bis home 
as soon as possible after be decides to 
set up a hearthstone and roof tree. He 
is a good citizen, intensely interested 
in public affairs, and looks well to the 
care of his family and tbe education 
of his children. 


The board of trade has money in 


hand and is looking for a good invest- 
ment.. At present the steel industry 
is out of tbe question, and is not in 
the 
most favorable circumstances 


equal to potting as a benefit to tbe 
community in which it is located. Co- 
sbocton can do no better with its 
money than to carefully investigate 
the business ability of the men who 
are at the heart of the proposed com- 
pany, and if they are of the right sort 
aid them in locating in the best town 
in Ohio.

wages to take .effect April 1, and 
members of the unions have been dis- 
charged. Included in the statement 
is the scale which Che unions desire 
signed. 


The scale does not affect skilled la- 


bor as plate cutters, litho pressman, 
artists, pressmen, assistants, printers, 
feeders. The unions ask that it re- 
main in force a year. 


The document is signed by Samuel 


Carpenter and F. A. Grace for 8170, and 
by Miss Mabel McDonald and Miss 
Agnes Holland for 8405. F. O. Bible, 
Ira Bloxham, W. L. Butler, Mabel 
McDaniels, Leota Bird and Hattie 
Shook are named as an 
executive 


committee to, arbitrate or settle all 
differences.

Sympathy For Aguinaldo. 


London, March 30.—The Saturday 


Review says: "The news of the cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo may be welcome, as 
meaning the end of a war which is still 
wasting life and ruining property in 
the Philippines; but for Aguinaldo 
himself, whose capture- was effected 
by a gross act of treachery, there must 
be general sympathy. He gave the 
Americans invaluable assistance in the 
capture of Manilla and in the previous 
maneuvers.
